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Production  of  crops  and  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  sale  and  home 
consumption  in  general  have  moved  upward  together  during  the  past  36  years  with  livestock 
and  livestock  products  showing  a  more  rapid  rise  dur i ng  the  recent  war  period  than  crops. 
Violent  changes  in  crop  production  usually  have  been  accompanied  by  an  opposite  movement 
in  the  volume  of  sales  and  home  consumption  of  livestock  and  1  i vestock  products  reflecting 
the  tendency  to  liquidate  meat  animals  in  years  of  poor  crops  and  to  build  up  inventories 
in  years  of  good  crops. 


THE  FARM  INGOMf  SITUATION 


Preliminary  Estimates  for  July 

Total  cash  receipts  in  July  may  have  amounted  to  as  much  as  l08O© 
million  dollars P  about  20  percent  above  June  and  about  10  percent  above  July 
19^o    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  about  the  same  as 
in  June0    The  drop  iss,  ©ash  receipts  from  meat  animals  was  less  than  usual 0 
but  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  has  been  up  slightly  instead  of  showing  th® 
usual  decrease o    Gash  receipts  from  fruit  showed  a  greater  than  usual  in=> 
crease  over  June  as  the  new  crops  of  apples  and  peaches  moved  onto  markets 
at  ceiling  priceso    Increases  in  income  from  wheat  were  greater  than  usual 
because  of  th®  record  @r®p0 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  by  months  in  19^5  f®^  the  first 
half  year  w®r@  about  the  same  as  for  th©  same  months  last  year0  but  receipts 
for  July  exceeded  19^-  and  total  income  for  the  period  January  through  July 
was  slightly  above  19'4h0    For  each  of  th®  first  seven  months  in  19^5  receipts 
from  crops  were  greater  than  last  year0    Gash  receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  through  Jto®  w®r©  consistently  below  th®  same  months  last 
year0  reflecting  marked  reductions  in  hog  mark@tingsD  but  in  July  they  may 
exceed  l&k  sligMly0 

Indication®  for  August  and  September 

Although  t©tal  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  Aug&st  may 
exceed  cash  income  in  August  IS^h  by  as  much  as  15  percent 0  they  may  be 
only  5  to  10  percent  above  July  which  will  be  a  smaller  gain  over  July  than 
usually  occurgo    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  probably  will 
be  lower  than  in  July  because  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  considerable 
reduction  in  hog  marketings 0    Gash  receipts  from  meat  animals  as  a  whole 
probably  will  incr©as©  somewhat  which  will  partially  offset  th©  deelia*® 
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in  income  from  dairy  products.    The  increase  in  income  from  crops  may  be 
less  than  usual.     Cash  receipts  from  fruits  probably  '-'ill  show  little  gain 
over  July  as  the  apple  crop  is  very  small  and  the  peach  crop  is  moving  earlier 
than  usual.    Relatively  large  supplies  of  oranges  may  be  converted  into  juice 
at  lower  prices  because  of  reduced  movement  of  citrus  fruits  caused  by  short- 
age of  refrigerator  cars. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  September  may  be  about  5  per- 
cent higher  than  in  August  which  \rould  be  slightly  more  than  September  last 
year.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  will  be  about  the  same  as 
in  August.     Slaughter  of  all  types  of  meat  animals  except  hogs  is  expected  to 
increase  in  September  and  cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  will  probably  rise 
slightly  rather  than  remain  at  August  levels  as  they  did  last  year.  Income 
from  poultry  and  eggs  will  probably  be  about 'the  same  as  in  August,  compared 
with  an  increase  of  15  percent  in  I9UU.    Cash  receipts  from  dairy  products 
will  decline  seasonally.     It  is  expected  that  income  from  crops  in  September 
will  be  substantially  above  August,  and  about  the  same  as  in  September  19^. 
The  greatest  gains  will  be  made  in  income  from  cotton,  but  fruit  and  tobacco 
will  also  be  marketed  in  large  volume. 

State  and  Regional  Estimates  for  May  and  First  Five  Months 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  May  compared  with  last  year  varied  from 
1  percent  below  I9UU  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  to  3U  percent  above  last 
year  in-  the  West  North  Central  Region.     Income  from  corn  dropped  noticeably 
in  all  major  producing  States  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  reflecting  the 
reduction  in  the  ISkk  corn  crop  in  this  region  and  a  slight  decline  in  prices. 
Income  from  wheat  rose  sharply  in  Oklahoma  because  of  the  large  winter  wheat 
crop  harvested  last  year  and  total  cash  receipts  from  crops  made  the  greatest 
gain  over  I9UU  of  any  State  in  the  country. 
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Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  -products  in  May  drop-oed 
"below  last  year  in  every  State  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  were 
1^-  percent  "below  19^  for  the  region  as  a  whole.    This  unusual  decline  was 
caused  largely  "by  sharp  reductions  in  income  from  hogs  in  all  States  in  the 
region.    The  greatest  regional  increase  during  May  in  cash  receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  was  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  where  a 
gain    of  h  nercent  was  shown.     Increases  in  income  from  poultry,  eggs,  and 
milk  in  this  region  slightly  more  than  offset  the  substantial  reductions 
in  meat  animals.    In  Florida,  where  cash  receipts  from  hogs  is  a  relatively 
small  part  Of  total  income*  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
increased  26  -nercent  above  last  year,  "but  in  Iowa  where  hogs  are  a  primary 
source  of  income,  cash  recei-ots  from  livestock  and  livestock  -oroducts 
dropped  23  percent  "below  ,19^+« 

During  the  first  5  months  the  outstanding  gains, in  income  from  tobacco 
and  winter  wheat  accounted  for  a  large  nart  of  the  increase  in  cash  receipts 
in  those  regions  .where  these  crons  are  grown  in  large  volfcime.    This  was 
especially  apparent  in  the  South  Central  Region  where  income  from  tobacco 
rose  62  percent  above  19^  and  cash  receipts  from  wheat  made  an  even  greater 
percentage  gain.     In  Connecticut,  cash  receipts  from  tobacco  for  the  5~month 
period  were  more  than  three  times  as  much  as  in  Ityhh  and  total  income  from 
crops  in  the  State  .increased  136  percent. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  during' the  first 
5  months  were  greatly  influenced  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  country  by  the 
drastic  decline  in  income  from  hogs.    Reductions  in  cash  receipts  were  regis- 
tered in  all  regions  excopt,the  North  Atlantic  Region.    The  greatest  decrease 
was  in    the  West'    North    Central  Region  with  a  decline  of  17  percent.  Receip 
were  less  than  last  year  in  all  States  in  the  region,  ranging  from  9  percent 
less  in  Missouri  to  25  percent  in  South  Dakota.    In  the  North  Atlantic  Region 
the  increases  in  income  from  eggs  and  milk  exceeded  the    substantial  drop  in 
cash  receipts  from  hogs  and 'a  small  gain  was  made.

Increased  sales  of  vegetables  and' strawberries  accounted  for  the 
l6  percent  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  in  May  19U5  compared  with 
May  l^kk*    Cash  receipts  from  milk  and  eggs  in  all  States  during  May  were 
above  19^  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  k  percent 
greater  than  last  year. 

Marketings  of  the  19*+*+  crop  of  tobacco,  especially  in  Connecticut, 
were  in  large  part  responsible  for  the  17  percent  increase  in  cash  receipts 
from  crops  in  the  first  5  months  of  19*+5  compared  with  the  same  period  in 
19UU.    Increased  receipts  from  milk  and  eggs  more  than  compensated  for  the 
substantial  drop  in  receipts  from  hogs. 
East  North  Central  Region 

The  short  corn  crop  in  19UU  was  reflected  in  decreased  receipts  from 
corn  in  May  19^+5  compared  with  May  19UU.    This  reduction  was  balanced  by 
increased  receipts  from  wheat,  so  that  total  receipts  from  crops  remained 
about  the  same.    The  27  percent  drop  in  cash  receipts  from  hogs  was  parti- 
ally offset  by  increases  in  receipts  from  milk  and  egsrs,  and  total  income 
from  livestock,  and  livestock  products  dropped  5  percent. 

Although  receipts  from  corn  declined  substantially,  increases  in 
other  crops,  particularly  wheat,  brought  about  approximately  the  same 
receipts  from  crops  for  Janus ry-May  19^5  as  for  the  same  period  in 
A  decline  of  S  percent  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  is  attributed  to  a  drop  of  one- third  in  receipts  from  hogs.

Increased  cash  receipts  from  tobacco,  truck  cro-ps  and  peaches  resulted 
in  a  13  percent  gain  in  receipts  from  crops  in  May  compared  with  last  year. 

For  the  first  5  months,  crops  made  a  gain  of  27  percent  over  19^. 
Receipts  from  cotton  lint,  oranges,  and  tobacco  rose  sharply. 
South  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  during  May  from  truck  crops  and  the  relatively  large 
winter  wheat  crops  in  Oklahoma  end  Texas  helped  to  "bring  about  a  27  percent 
increase  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  over  last  year.

Income  from  tobacco  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  during  the  first  five 

months  rose  sharply  over  19^+  as  well  as  cash  receipts  from  wher.t  and 

cotton  lint  in  all  major  producing  States.

\a  large  part  of  the  3^  percent  rise  in  total  cash  receipts  from  crops. 

Vlncreases  in  income  from  other  types  of  meat  animals  as  well  as  from  milk 

nearly  made  up  for  the  pronounced  drop  in  cash  receipts  from  ho£-s,  and  a 

^decline  of  only  2  percent  was  shown  for  total  income  from  livestock  and

The  rise  in  income  from  truck  crops,  cherries  and  oranges,  especially 
in  California,  was  responsible  for  most  of  the  gain  of  11  percent  in  receipts 
from  crops  over  last  year.

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Volume  of  Agricultural  Production  for  Sale  and  for 
Home  Consumption  Declines  in  19*+ 5 

Based  on  July  indications,  volume  of  agricultural  production  for 
sale  and  for  consumption  in  the  farm  home  in  19*+5  will  be  down  about 
6  percent  from  the  revised  estimates  of  the  record  production  for  19UU. 
Crops  may  decline  7  percent  and  livestock  and  livestock  products  5  percent. 

Food  grains,  oil-bearing  crops,  truck  crops,  and  sugar  crops  are 
showing  increases  over  last  year,  while  feed  grains  and  hay,  cotton  and 
cottonseed,  tobacco,  and  fruits  and  nuts  are  decreasing.    Vegetables  remain 
the  same . 

The  widespread  decline  in  hog  marketings  and  home  consumption  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  9  percent  drop  in  sales  and  home  consumption 
of  meat  animals.    Decreases  in  both  chickens  and  eggs  account  for  the  de- 
cline of  5  percent  in  marketings  ?nd  home  consumption  of  poultry  and 
poultry  products. 

The  index  of  total  food  production  may  drop  from  I3S  in  I9UU  to 
133  in  I9U5  (1935-39=100).  Food  crops  are  showing  no  change,  but  food 
livestock  is  decreasing  about  5  percent.

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NET  INCOME    OF  FARM  OPERATORS,  BY  STATES,  I9U3  and  I9UU 

*  fS^64^  -nC°me  °f  farm  °Perators  fr°m  agriculture  declined  significant* 
from  I9U3  to  m  one-third  of  the  States,  remained  about  the  same  in  another  ' 

one-third,  and  increased  appreciably  in  the  remaining  States.    The  most  substan- 
tial declines  were  found  in  States  comprising  the  West  North  Central  Region  wher^ 
net  incomes  have  risen  most  rapidly  during  the  last  few  years.    Net  incomes  of 
farmers  from  agriculture  declined  by  more  than  100  million  dollars— about  15  per- 
cent—in Iowa  and  Minnesota,  and  by  30  to  ko  million  dollars— 10  to  15  percent— 
m  Kansas,  Nebraska,  and  South  Dakota.    Average  decreases  ranged  from  $200  to  $6C 
per  farm  in  these  States,  reflecting  a  drop  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings, 
particularly  from  hogs  and  cattle,  and  a  rise  in  farm  production  expenses. 

Increases  in  net  income  occurred  in  most  of  the  Southern  States  and  in  the 
Pacific  Region.    South  Carolina,  for  example,  showed  an  increase  of  U3  percent  in 
realized  net  income  from  agriculture  from  I9U3  to  lSkk,  and  North  Carolina  an  in- 
crease of  33  percent.    Cash  receipts  rose  sharply  in  these  States,  largely  becausc 
of  increases  in  income  from  cotton  and  tobacco.    Production  expenses  rose  only 
moderately,  and  as  a  result  the  percentage  increase  in  net  income  was  even  greater 
than  that  in  cash  receipts.'  In  California,  on  the  other  band;  the  rate  of  increas 
in  net  income — 7  percent — was  about  the  same  as  in  cash  receipts. 

Government  payments  to  farmers  increased  substantially  from  19^3  to  19UU  in 
the  Middle  Atlantic  and  New  England  States  and  in  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Cali- 
fornia.   The  rise  in  these  States  represented,  for  the  most  part,  sizeable  increase 
in  dairy  production  payments.    Net  income  from  agriculture  plus  Government  payment 
increased  from'  I9H3  to  lSkk  in  all  these  States  except  Maine  and  Connecticut. 

With  Government  payments  to  farmers  included,  the  average  net  income  per  fair 
in  I9M1  varied  from  $7,100  in  California  to  $900  in  West  Virginia.    Average  net 
incomes  ranged  between  $1,200  and  $1,500  in  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Mississippi, 
Kentucky,  Louisiana,  South  Carolina,  and  Arkansas.    All  the  New  England  States 
showed  averages  between  $1,500  and  $2,000.    In  the  States  in  the  East  North  Centr? 
and  West  North  Central  Regions,  averages  ranged  between  $2,000  and  $3,000  except 
for  Illinois  with  $3,100;  North  Dakota,  $3,600;  and  Iowa,  $3,900.     The  highest  per 
farm  averages  after  California  were  found  in  Nevada  with  $5,200;  Montana,  $U,100; 
Iowa,  $3,900;  Wyoming  and  Idaho,  $3,800. 

The  accompanying  tables  present  estimates  of  realized  net  income  of  farmer 
operators  from  agriculture,  by  States,  for  19^3  and-  19^»    They  are  based  on  a 
report  to  be  issued  shortly  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  which  will  ir. 
elude  similar  estimates  for  1939-I9U3  and  for  1929. 

State  series  on  cash  receipts  of  farmers  from  marketings  of  crops  and  live- 
stock have  been  available  on  a  monthly  and  annual  basis  for  some  time.  Although 
these  figures  have  been  extremely  useful,  they  are  mispleading  for  some  purposes 
because,  like  figures  on  gross  sales  of  nonfarm  business,  they  do  not  take  into 
account  differences  in  the  expenses  of  production  connected  with  the  different 
types  of  enterprise.    Production  expenses  account  for  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
cash  income  on  certain  types  of  farms  than  on  others.    Moreover,  the  year-to-year 
and  State-to-State  variations  in  these  expenses  may  differ  from  variations  in  cash 
receipts. 

The  net  income  series  represents  the  net  returns  to  farm  operators  in  the 
several  States  for  their  labor,  including  the  unpaid  labor  of  their  families,  and 
for  their  capital  and  management.    Being  a  net  series,  over  and  above  operating 
expenses,  it  is  more  meaningful  than  cash  receipts  in  measuring  the  income  derived 
from  the  farm  business  available  to  the  operator  and  his  family  for  current  living 
and  savings.     The  net  income  series  provides  the  basis  for  studies  of  regional 
differences  in  the  level  of  living  on  farms,  for  comparisons  of  the  relative  size 
and  purchasing  power  of  the  incomes  of  farm  and  nonfarm  families,  and  for  numerous 
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Definitions  of  Term6 

'Net  income., of  farm  operators:     The  net  income  series  is  derived  "by  adding  to 
cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings,  the  value  of  farm  products  consumed  as  food  and 
fuel  "by  the  family  and  laborers  on  the  farm,  and  the  annual  rental  value  of  farm 
residences;  and  then  subtracting  from  the  resulting  gross  income  the  production 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  farm  operations.     Government  payments  to  farm- 
ers are  shown  as  a  separate  component  of  net  income,  in  order  to  distinguish  the 
portion  of  farm  income  arising  from  this  source. 

Supplementary,  income  derived  from  work  "by  the  farm  operator  or  his  family  on 
other  farms,  from  industrial  employment,  or- from  other  nonagri cultural  sources  is 
not  included.     The  net  income  series  does'not  represent  the  total  net  income  from 
agriculture  in  the  several  States,  .but  drily  the  share  accruing  to  farm  operators. 
Total  net  income  from  agriculture' includes,   in  addition  to  this  share,  wages  to 
farm  laborers,  farm  mortgage: -interest,  .and  net  rent  'on .'farm  property  paid  to  land- 
lords not  living  on. 'farms. l/    The  period  covered  by  the  income  series  is  the 
calendar  year.  r 

Farm  pro duct ion  expenses: :   The  expenses  consist  of  kO  different  items  which 
have  been  combined  into'  9  main  groups-,  as  follows:     Feed  purchased,  livestock  pur- 
chased, fertilizer  and  lime, . cost  of  operating  motor  vehicles,  maintenance  or  de- 
preciation on  buildings  and  machinery,  hired. labor,  property  taxes,  farm  mortgage 
interest,  and  miscellaneous  operating  expenses.  ..The  last  group  includes  electrici- 
ty used  for  production;   twine;  ginning  fees';'  operation  of  gasoline  and  steam  en- 
gines; irrigation;  grazing;  fire,  windstorm,  and  hail  insurance;  crop  insurance; 
dairy  supplies;  blacksmi thing  and  hardware  supplies;  greenhouse  and  nursery  ex- 
penses;' veterinary  bill  and  medioinesjj  short- term  interest  paid  to  banks,  federal  • 
agencies,  and  noninstitutional  lenders;  tolls'  for  sugarcane  sirup  and  sorgo  sirup; 
horses  and  mules  purchased;  .seeds;  insecticides;  containers;  and/ net  rent  to  land- 
lords not  living  on  farms..  •  • 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  report  .represent  a 'first  attempt  to  show  pro-- 
duction  expenses  by  States.     State  estimates  of  .the  individual  items  of  expense 
are,  in  most  cases,  less  reliable  than  those  for  the  United  States,  but  the  total 
of  all  expenses  combined  furnishes  a  fairly  adequate  means  of  measuring  net  farm 
income  by  States.     Some  of  the  expense  items  are  derived  from  reliable  price  and 
quantity  data  for  each  State;  others  are  obtained  by  distributing  the  national 
estimate  on  the  basis  of  some  fairly  closely  related  series.     It  is  hoped  that,  as 
additional  data  become  available  and  new  methods  are  devised,  improvements  may  be 
made  in  the  Stateseries  from  time  to  time..  The  methods  of  deriving  the  State 
estimates  of  farm  production  expenses  together  with  a  discussion  of.  their  limita- 
tions will  be  presented  in  the  forthcoming  report  on  the  State,  net  income  series. 

Comparison  with  other  -  income  series:  The'  series  in  this  report"  agree  sub- 
stantially with  the  estimates  of*  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and  'of  gross 
and  net  "income  of  farm  operators  published  in  the  Farm  Income  Situation  in  June, 
19%.  The  only  significant  differences  arise  because  estimates  of  cash  receipts 
from  sales  of  day-old  chicks,  by  States,,  have  been  added  to  the  previously  pub- 
lished estimates  of  cash  receipts  from,  marketings  and  gross  farm!  income.  ■  Corre- 
spondingly, production  expenses  have  .been  revised  upward  to  Include  purchases  of 
day- old  chicks  and  hatching  eggs..  -  Qther  differences  are  due ' to  minor  revisions  in 
estimated  expenses  for  rent  and  property  taxes.'  " 

The  numbers  of  farms  us-ed  in  deriving  the  estimates  of  average  income  arid  ex- 
pense by  States  are  preliminary  figures  subject  to  revision  when  the  results  of 
the  I9U5  Census  of  Agriculture  become  available.  -•■'••'.■•'  -
